Under the plan, planes and 
guns, for example. would be 
leased tg Britain. After the war, 
if they were still in good condi- 
tion, Britain would be expected 
to give them back. If they had 
been destroyed, she would be 
obligated to furnish the United 
States with equivalent weapons.
